Goodbye, Mr. Eatock... 




It was a cold rainy day before spring break when I had the chance to 
interview Mr. Eatock. We sat in the always cold biology room. Mr. Eatock is 
a very well educated man; some of his knowledge came from Eastern Illinois 
University. Here is where he received his Bachelor’s Degree in 1964, and just 
two years later, he received his Master’s Degree. As you may or may not have 
known, he began w orking here at DeLand- Weldon in the school year of 1972-

believe it?). He was originally hired as a guidance counselor and to teach two 
English courses. I think that we all will remember Mr.Eatock as being the 
biology teacher. Even though he is skilled in teaching English, he prefers to 
teach biology I. This is a course, which he never really intended to teach at all. 
He believes there are so many ideas to pass along and many of the students 
enjoy the course, even if it is difficult. After taking one of Mr. Eatock’s 
biology I class, many students go on to take biology II. This is the class where 
students dissect a shark and a cat. Mr.Eatock estimated that he has dissected 
100 cats in the past. He said that the cat was his favorite thing to dissect 
because there are more parts to learn and it takes the most lime to finish. 

I asked Mr.Eatock what his favorite memory was from teaching 
here, what he was going to miss most, w hat his plans were after he retires, and 
what he would have done w ith his life if he had not become a teacher. He 
shared an interesting experience with me. He said that one year there was a 
terrible snowstorm, bad enough to get snowed in. He and some other teachers 
ended up staying the night in the teachers' lounge because their cars were 
stuck under the snow in a ditch. He will miss his friends among the teachers 
and the enthusiasm among some of the students. He said he has nothing 
planned to do after he retires and he thinks that he will be very good at it. What 
I thought would be very interesting to know is what he would have done if he 
were not a teacher. His response to this was that he would have probably gone 
into social service work. This is very different from dissecting pigs, sharks, 
and cats. 


I know I won’t forget what he has taught me and all the notes that 
he made us take in his classes. His knowledge, experience in teaching, and he, 
as a person, will be missed greatly. There won’t be a person that can take his 
place in all of our hearts. I wish the best for him in his retirement. 1 hope that 
he takes the time to travel to wherever he wishes to go, read his favorite 
author, Charles Dickens, and even do some woodcarving. I think I can say for 
many of us that Mr.Eatock has been an inspiration to us. Thank you for taking 
so many years of your life and dedicating them to teaching students like me. 
You will not be forgotten. Thank you once again.
